Washington, May 3.—( Special. )— 
Cowed and lacking their old-time fight- 
ing vim, the senate regulars today per- 
mitted the Taft-Elkins railroad bill 
to be further mutilated without any 
effort at resistance. 

At the beginning of the day it was 
apparent they were ready to make big 
sacrifices. Senator Elkins assured 
Senator Clay there would be no further 
objection to the latter's amendment 
striking out the traffic agreement pro- 
vision in the bill. It was done by a 
viva vooe vote. The section allowing 
a road to acquire stock in a parallel 
competing line was also stricken. 

The house ..opted fhe long and short 
haul provision by. @vote of 172 to 48. 
Emboldened by the action of the sen- 
ate, the house is planning to defeat 
any scheme of fixing the bill in oon- 
ference. They will probably demand 
that the conferees be elected by the 
house and  ~not be named by the 
speaker. 

With both houses amending the 
railroad bill at will, the indications 
are growing stronger every day, as 
predicted in these dispatches last Sat- 
urday, that this administration meas- 
ure will not be passed at all. 

Aldrich ‘Phenes to Taft. 

The action of the senate leaders in 
not offering resistance was taken 
after lengthy conference over the 
“phone with President Taft. Gathered 
in Senator Aldrich’s room during the 
telephonic conversation with the pres!- 
dent, were most of the senate re- 
publican leaders. They wish to make 
sure that the president would approve 
their course. 

he section giving the railroads the 
right to enter into agreements as to 
rates and classifications has been under 
hot fire in the senate for ten days. 
The opponents were vigorous in de- 
munciation of this scheme to repeal 
the Sherman anti-trust law. _ 

In the Taft-Elkins bill it was pro- 
vided that sch agreements could go 
into effect without the approval of the 
interstate commerce commission. Sen- 
ator Cummings, of Iowa, a republican 
insurgent, tntroduced an amendment 
requiring the approval of the commis- 
sion on all such agreements. It was 
beaten by a narrow margin, but Sena- 
tor Cummins immediately renewed his 
amendment in modified form. 

That precipitated :the fight anew. In 
the face of another battle, the regulars 
ran up the white flag. The differences 
in the administration bill in the house 
and senate, though the measures were 
fdentical when introduced, offer little 
hope of a compromise measure being 
secured. 

No Juggling in Oonference. 

Representative Adamson, who has 
been in charge of the democratic op- 
position to the bill, has warned his ool- 
leagues against the possibility that the 
measure would be finally shaped up in 
conference. 

On this point 
berg, a republican 
said: 

"The days when the ‘organisation’ 
could force a conference report through 
the house are passed. I would not be 
eurprised to see the house rise up and 
take away from the speaker the power 
to name the conferees. I don’t think it 
will be done, except as an extreme 
measure, in the case of a crisis. But, 
it will be done if necessary to prevent 
the speaker packing the committee.”’

ATLANTA MAY 
FALL BEHIND 
INPOPULATION 


Unless. the Peale Rally to 
the Help of the Census 
Bureau 


MANY CAN BE REACHED 
UNLY BY OWN EFFORTS 


Citizens Generally Are Asked 
if They Have Been Enumerat- 
ed for the Census and Some 
of the Answers Indicate That 
Many May Be Left Off the 
List. 


A poll was taken yesterday by the 
reporters of The Constitution in order 
to secure a general idea of how many 
people had not been enumerated in 
the census or who were doubtful about 
it. Those asked were met in a casual 
way by the reporters on the streets, 
in offices, stores and public buildings. 

The idea of getting such interviews 
came from a suggestion of J. 8S. Brown 
of 129 East Georgia avenue, who said, 
in a oommunication to The Constitu- 
tion: 

“I have read with interest your time- 
ly suggestions regarding the census 
enumerators and it certainly is regret- 
table that only a portion of our pop- 
ulation is taken. Long years ago, I 
heard a question, silly as it may seem, 
asking if any one ever saw a Metho- 
dist preacher’s grave or a dead mule, 
or if any one ever saw a person who 
had. The two interrogatories, absurd 
as they may seem, are worth a mo- 
ment’s thought. I have talked witb 
some fifty people and a large number 
of them had not been enumerated.” 


Result of the Interviews. 


While a large majority of those 
questioned by the Constitution report- 
ers said they had been enumerated by 
the census takers, yet there was quite 
a number who either had not or who 
were doubtfu] about it. 

Among the doubtful ones were bus- 
iness men who “thought perhaps their 
names had been given in at home.” 

There were some who resided in 
boarding or lodging houses who said 
they were extremely doubtful about 
the matter. 

In all the doubtful cases, the fault, 
if any, lay at the doors of the citi- 
sens themselves and not with the enu- 
merators. 

There is yet time, however, as the 
census bureau has extended the clos- 
ing day until next Friday night. For 
the sake of Atlanta all those who 
have not been enumeréted or who are 
in the least doubt, should lose no time 
‘in communicating with the census bu- 
reau, fifth floor of the Temple court, 
Bell ‘phone 3143, Main. 

The reporters were each instructed to 
ask at least 25 men and the results 
follow: 

First Batch of Twenty-Five 

Out oj a batch of 25 prominent citi- 
zens, including some city and county 
officials, there was found one man, 
Councilman J. C. Harrison, who lives at 
304 Capitol avenue, who claimed that 
he knew of several people who had not 
been seen by the census taker. Mr. 
Harrison said: “My whole block was 
skipped or overlooked. I reported the 
matter to the census office this morn- 
ing.” 

Dr. Horace Grant said he resided in 
a bachelor lodging house and really 
4ia4 not know whether they hag his 
‘name down or not. 

F. A. Quillian, ex-mayor protem, said 
that he was down but his cook was 
not. 


A Second Batch.

UN BIGGY WILL 


Undue Influence of Wid- 
ow Charged. 


According to Petition Filed by 
Children, Judge John S. Big- 
by Was Completely Under 
the Control of Mrs. Bigby and 
Did Whatever She Said. 


Charging conspiracy to defraud them 
of their rights in the estate of their 
father. the children and heirs-at-law 
of the late Judge John S. Bigby yester- 
day filed a petition in the court of the 
ordinary of Fulton county against Mrs. 
Elizabeth Kate Bigby, the widow of 
Judge Bigby. 

The plaintiffs are Hammel S. Bigby, 
Mabel Bigby, and Bernice Bigby, and 
the suit is entered by Mabel Bigby, 
next friend. 

The petition states that Judge Bigby 
died intestate, but that a will was filed 
by “those interested,” and probated on 
the 25th day of April, 1898, shortly 
after Judge Bigby’s death. The “pre- 
tended will” is dated January 23, 189% 
says the petition, bears the pretended 
signature of Judge Bigby, and was 
witnessed by John F. Bell, Edgar Dun- 
lap and L. W. Freeman, Ordinary W. 
H. Hulsey recording it. It gave all 
the judge’s property, real and personal, 
to his widow, Mrs. Elizabeth Kate 
Bigby, made her testamentary guard- 
ian of the minor children, and relieved 
her of giving bond or making return 
before the ordinary. 

The petition alleges that all proceed- 
ings in connection with the will were 
fraudulent, and states that the peti- 
tioners are seeking to recover “their 
rights in their father’s estate.” 

It details at length the judge's 
standing and rating, stating that at his 
death he was very wealthy, and gives 
a list of the various honorable offices 
which he filled prior to his death. This 
was followed by the statement that 
prior to his death, however, ill health 
weakened him, both bodily and men- 
tally, until he was incapacitated to at- 
tend to his business affairs or to make 
a will, and that his wife took ad- 
vantage of this weakened condition to 
influence him to the above-mention- 
ed disposition of his property. 

The petition says that “She had him 
so completely under her control that 
whatever she directed or told him to 
do he did, and in that condition, and 
while he was insane and under her 
direction, he exercised the will. This 
uncoundness of mind, insanity, and 
mental condition were fully understood 
by his said wife,” and “she took ad- 
vantage of his condition to make him 
leave all the estate to her, which was 
a fraud on her part.” ; 

The petition also makes Orlando Mc- 
Clendon, brother of Mrs, Bigby, party 
to the act by stating that at the time 
of the probating of the will he was 
brought into the court as pretended 
guardian ad litem for the petitioners, 
but that his was done for the purpose 
of carrying out the plan to get posses- 
sion of all the Bigby property. 

The case ig ordered before the court 
on the first Monday in June.

FARMERS ARE SHOOTING 
AT THE MEN IN MIDDLE 


All Speakers Agree That if the 
Middlemen Are _ Eliminated 
the Tillers of the Soil Will 
Get More for Their Products. 
Wilson: Says Soil Must Be 
Made to Produce More. 


St. Louis, May 38.—That the farms.of 
the United States are not producing 
half what they should because of a 
lack of practical education among the 
farmers, was the explanation of the 
high cost of living problem offered by 
Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson, 
in an address tonight at the Farmers’ 
Union rally. 

No Better Than We Are. 

Secretary Wilson received a mixed 
greeting from the largest audience that 
has yet attended the sessions. A mo- 
tion that the delegates arise when the 
secretary entered was voted down, 
with cries of “He's no better than we 
are.” When he appeared, about half 
the audience stood up, while the others 
shouted, “Bit down.” 

He was roundly appaluded at the 
conclusion of his address, however, and 
presided at the remainder of the ses- 
sion. 

“JT believe the solution of the cost 
of living problem lies in good hands,” 
Mr. Wilson said. “The farmers are 
awake, and no country is in danger 
when this its the case. I have invés- 
tigated charges that thé farmers have 
combined to put up prices and rob the 
community and have found that they 
are not true. 

Farms Not Preduciag Enough. 

“Of the fourteen states of the Missis- 
sipi valley, not one is producing half 
the crops it should, because the farm- 
ers have not been taught scientific 
farming. We can, and will, ultimately, 
double every crop we are growing, and 
at the same time care for a population 
of 200,000,000 people. When we've done 
that, the agriculturalists of that day 
will show how to double the crops 


again. , 

“The farmer must be educated. We 
need a country-wide university. We 
must keep our young farmers on the 
farm. Immigrants who have lived on 
farms should be placed on farms when 
they come to this country. We need 
agricultural teachers.’’ ,

Sale Is the Result of Foreclos- 
ure Proceedings Brought by 
the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company of New York Two 
Years Ago--Purchasers Will 
Reorganize Company. 


The property of the North Georgia 
Electric Company, including the Dun- 
lap plant, the transmission lines from 
Gainesville to Atlanta, and the Tal- 
lulah Falls property, was sold at auc- 
tion in Gainesville yesterday by Re- 
ceiver H. H. Dean to 8S. F. Smith, of 
York, Pa. for the sum of $400,000. 

The property was sold as the result 
of foreclosure proceedings brought by 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, of 
New York, in Judge Newman’s court 
two or three years ago. 

It is stated that Mr. Smith, the 
purchaser, will immediately reorganize 
the company, enlarge the plant and 
prepare to supply electricity to the 
manufacturing plants located in this 
city. 

Attorney Spalding Talks. 

In discussing the sale of the property 
and its proposed development on a 
large scale, Attorney Jack Spalding, 
who attended the sale as counsel for 
the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
said: 


‘The sa’ embraced all of the water 
powers, la.ids, power houses, pole lines, 
machinery, easements, franchises and 
property of every kind of the North 
Georgia Electric Company, situated on 
and adjacent to the Chattanoochee 
river in the counties of Heard, Coweta, 
Fulton, DeKalb, Gwinnett, Hall, and 
Habersham; on the Chestatee river in 
Dawson and on the Tallulah river in 
Rabun counties, including the pole 
line between Atlanta and Gainesville, 
and the power plant at the Dunlap 
dam in Gainesville. 

The property was first offered in 
separate parcels of two lots, and the 
first lot was bid in by Mr. C. Elmer 
Smith, of York, Pa., at $250,000. The 
second lot, known as the Tallulah 
Falls property, was bid in by Mr. C. 
Elmer Smith, of York, Pa., for $5,000. 
Then the two parcels were jotned to- 
gether and the property offeredtas a 
whole, when it was bid in by Mr. 8. 
Fahs Smith, of York, Pa., for §$400,- 
000. Under the provision of the de- 
cree, this bid being tn excess of both 
the separate bids, will be presented 
to the court.

Dean, the receiv 4, $40,000 of the mort- 
gage bonde of thé North Georgia Elec- 
tric Company and a certified check for 
$5.000, as a guarantee that he would 
earry out. Bis bid. 


Sale Subject to Mortgages. 


“The sale was made subject to the 
mortgages securing the Dunlap bonds 
and the Wilson bonds, which aggregate 
some $500,000, and which will have to 
be paid by the purchaser, and which 
brings the real purchase price of the 
property up to something over $900,004 

“Colonel Dean will make his report 
to Judge Newman, who will pass upon 
it, and when approved and the pur- 
chase price paid, will have a deed made 
by the receiver, conveying the proper- 
ty to the purchaser. 

“There was quite a large crowd in 
attendance at the sale, and it took a 
full half-hour to read the notice de- 
scribing the property and the condi- 
tions of the sale. The bidders, how- 
ever, were few, as it required a de-

The explosion was caused by an 
electric spark. Gasoline fumes from 
a room full of freshly cleaned clothing 
became so dense in the front part of 
the building that Mr. Bentley and the 
two helpers could hardly breathe. 

To remedy the situation, Mr. Bentley 
attempted to drive out the gas by 
starting an electric fan. Hardly had 
he turned on the current when there 
was a terrific explosion and the three 
men were knocked from their feet.

Especially in the marketing of the 
south’s great cotton crop revolutionary 
changes must and will be inaugurated. 
There is no commodity in the world, 
he said, that is sent to the markets 
of the world with the degree of ignor- 
ance surrounding it and with the 
amount of middlemen’s toll ripped from 
it as is cotton. “And the whole thing 
could be so easily cured by a little 
legal interference, the substitution of 
honesty of purpose for the present 
‘System.’ ”

He de- 
clared that the heavy reductions in 
freight rates of the past few years 
had been absorbed by the dealers and 
not shared in by the farmers or con- 
sumers. Better marketing methods 
were advanced as a means by which 
farmers would get better prices for 
the food they raise and at the same 
time lower figures would be given to 
those who buy the stuff for use in 
the kitchen. This railroad man 4de- 
scribed the demagogic politician as a 
distributing and expensive 
agent and urged that he be cut out 
in the dealings which the railroads 
and the farmers should have with each 


important force for the 
welfare of the nation will come when 
the land owners of America are or- 
ganized,” said Mr. Yoakum. 


Cotton Growers Must Organize. 


“The cotton growers are not’ or- 
ganized and they are losing moner 
thereby. The railroad takes $4.50 for 
hauling a bale of cotton from gin to 
spinner, but the s eculater must have 
$5.50 per bale. he time will come 
when states will construct warehouses 
to aid farmers in marketing their cot- 
ton. I understand that Louisiana is to 
be the first state to take this impoft- 
tant step. Under this proposed 
Louisiana warehouse system every 
farmer, individually or through his or- 
ganization, can ship his cotton to New 
Orleans and hold it until he is ready 
to sell. His warehouse receipt is bet- 
ter in the hands of a New England or 
Manchester spinner than the contract 
of a speculator to deliver the cotton. 

“In proposing closed relations be- 
tween the farmer and the railroad 1 
know that some politicians will eriti- 
cise my motives, but I appreciate the 
fact that in having a business talk 
with you I am talking to the largest 
rroducers of railroad freight and it is 
to our mutual iInterest to talk over 
things and know each other better. We 
do not need any middle agent. We 
can talk straight at one another and 
save money by doing so. In short, let 
us work together.” A 

Farmers Jump on Yoakum. 

Mr. Yoakum was the center of a 
demonstration at the conclusion of his 
address. As he concluded, a score or 
more delegates jumped to their feet 
and hurled quesitions at him. 

Yoakum attempted to answer some 
of the questions, but could not make 
himself heard. Order finally was re- 
stored and the union officials apolo- 
gized to Mr. Yoakum.

LIVELY WRANGLE 
OVER PARK RULES 


Rules Take Away Power 
of General Manager. 


Believed That Park Commis- 
sion Is Fast Getting Into Poli- 
tics---Negro Playground In- 
dorsed---Report Adopted on 
Public Comfort Building. 


— 


A new set of rules, the salient fea- 
ture of which was a section divesting 


the general manager of all his power 
to appoint park employees, caused a 
very lively wrangle in a meeting of 
the park commission yesterday after- 
noon. 

While everybody said he wanted 
“fair play” and “justice,”” both sides 
appeared to want to have their way. 
Those who opposed immediate adop- 
tion of the new rules disclaimed any 
intention of opposing anything that 
was material, but it was believed that 
some of them wanted to spar for time 
in order ‘o kill any rule that lopped 
off the chief prerogative of the gen- 
eral manager. 

The first vote was for immediate ac- 
tion, but this was reconsidered and 
action was postponed one month in 
order to give the commissioners time 
to look over the rules more carefully. 

The new rules provide that the park 
commission shall hereafter select all 
the heads and assistant heads of de- 
partments, and this about covers near- 
ly all the park employees. These offi- 
cials ara new appcinted by the general 
manager. 

Is It Now in Politics? 

Not very long ago an ordinance was 
adopted by the city council which 
made the office of general manager of 
parks elective for a term of two years 
instead of appointive at the will of the 
board. So the new vark rules will 
call for an election of a general man- 
aged by the commission on the ist of 


next January.

Now those who know something 
about politics say that if the park com- 
mission hasn’t flopped square into a 
warm political nest then there is no 
politics in Atlanta. 


A Negro Playground. 


The commission adopted a report of 
a special committee on a negro play- 
ground, which says in part: 

“The committee suggests that there 
are two sites, either of which is avail- 
able for the purpose. One is the vacant 
lot at the southwest corner of Pied- 
mont and Ellis streets and the other is 
the public school lot on Houston street, 
known as Storr’s School. 

“Your committee wishes to impress 
upon the commission the importance of 
establishing playgrounds for negroes 
in Atlanta. If there is anything in the 
idea that playgrounds make better citi- 
zens, if it is true that playgrounds take 
the people out of improper places and 
put them at play instead of doing un- 
lawful things. to which sentiments 
your committee heartily subscribes, it 
would be a very salutary more for the 
city of Atlanta to establish play- 
grounds for not only the small chil- 
dren, but also for the young men and 
women of the negro race. We believe 
such places would have a very marked 
effect upon the police court records of 
the city and we therefore urge the 
establishing of these places upon you 
and through you upon the general 
council.’’ 

The matter wds reported to council 
with a request for the necessary 
funds. 


For Piedmont Park Building. 

The report of the improvement com- 
mittee on a plan for the public com- 
fort, building at Piedmont Park was 
adopted. This plan was published in 
The Constitution about two weeks ago. 
A resolution was adopted continuing 
the committee and instructing it to se- 
cure estimates of the cost of the build- 
ing at once so the work can be started 
as early as posible. The building wil! 
cost about 83.000 more than the com- 
missidn has in hand, but it is believed 
the additional amount will be appro- 
priated by council.

“Stone walls do not a prison make, 
mor iron bars a cage.” 
Involuntarily the old quotation rose 


in the mind yesterday as one sat aaa 


watched the wavering sea of faces that 
responded to the magic art of Geral- 
dine Farrar as she imbued with 
strange beauty and new melody some 
of the oldest, simplest and sweetest 
songs for the men of the federal prison 
—gongs which every man had heard 
before when the sunshine was as free 
as it is to her. 

And though each man wore the dark 
uniform of enforced service, though 
each one lived day by day within the 
shadow of walls so high and blank 
that none may ever scale their heights; 
though dull routine marks the wun- 
eventful days for each, and monoto- 
nous regulations make each day @ 


semblance of the other, the spirits of 
those men live with no other tram- 
mels than those of mind and heart, 
and the light of appreciative pleasure 
leaped-into many eyes as they sat Fri- 
day in the tron-barred chapel at the 
prison. 

Under the spell of Farrars superb 
voice the bare, cold walls and shad- 
owed windows faded out of view, and 
as the young prima donna, in golden 
notes, sang the sweet words of “Annie 
Laurie,” straight set eyes were soften- 
ed with memory’s light, and many a 
head was drooped on strong hands 
which hid from view the rising emo- 
tion of silent men.

“La Tosca,”’ Puccini’s opera which 
‘will be sung in the afternoon, is one 
of the most dramatic stories that ever 
served as an opera. The text by Illica 
and Giacosa, librettists, is based on 
Victorien Sardou’s drama of the Ro- 
man opera singer Tosca The scenes 
are laid in Rome more than a century 
azo when Napoleon was on hig vic- 
torigus march through Italy, The first 
' production took place in Rome in 1900. 

The three characters who battle for 
freedom and for love are Tosca, the 
singer; Scarpia, chief of the Roman 
police and hostile to Napoleon, and 
Cavaradossi, a painter. The first act 
takes place in a church where the 
Marchesa Attavanti prays for the re- 
lease of her brother Angelotti, a poli- 
tical offender who seeks refuge in the 
ehurch: 

While she is praying the Marchesa 
unconsciously acts as a model for a4 
picture of the Magdalen that Cavara- 
'Gossi is painting TRen the painter 
and Angelotti begin talking when 
@lone.’ Tosca, in beautiful array, enters 
and Angelotti hides. Tosca, loving 
Cavaradossi, suspects the presence of 
another woman, and her suspicions are 
 ¢onfirmed by the picture that she sees. 

Flees Disguised as a Woman. 

But she arranges 40 méet Cavara- 

dossit and departs. Angelotti again ap- 


pears and at the sound of a cannon] 


shot fromthe fortress he fiees, dis- 
guiged as a woman. A sacristan and 
the choir boys enter, followed by Scar- 
pia. who is searching for Angelotti. 
The latter finds a woman’s handker- 
chief and sees the artist’s basket 
emptied of wine and food, and his 
keenest suspicions are aroused. Tosca 
comes in again. Scarpia watches her 
closely from behind a pillar. 
he comes out and shows her a wom- 
an’s fan he has found, and the singer 
departs in anger over Cavaradossi's 
apparent duplicity. Scarpia avows hig 
love for Tosca, and the act closes with 
the stirring -chorus, “Rise to thé 
Heavens.” 

The second act opens in the magnifi- 
cent Farnese palace, where Scarpia 
awaits Tosca's arrival for dinner, and 
sings of passionate love. S§poletta, his 
agent, brings in the artist whom he 
has arrested. Angelotti has escaped 
him. Scarpia, hoping to learn from 
Cavaradossi where Angelotti ts hid- 
ing, orders him taken into the tor- 
ture room. 

He Upbraids Tosca. 

Tosca, in evening costume, arrives 
and hears the groans of her lover, who 
is being tortured. Scarpila tries to 
force from her the secret of Angelot- 
ti’s whereabouts, but she doesnot give 
it until he forces her. to see Cavara- 
dossi being tortured.

Tosea watches her chance and just 
as Scarpia finishes writing and comes 
forward to embrace her she stabs him 
with a knife she has taken from the 
table. Scarpia, groaning, falls dead, 
and Tosca carefully places a cross on 
his breast for burial—a scene that al- 
ways deeply impresses an audience. 
She then leaves the palace amid the 
rolling sound of drums, 

The third act finds Cavaradossi 
awaiting execution in prison. He 
sings fervently of Tosca and is writ- 
ing hér a last letter when she enters. 
She tells him that Scarpia has ordered 
a mock execution for him and that she 
has the papers for their passage out- 
side the city. Joyfully then Cavara- 
dossi waits for the empty form of an 
execution. He stands before the sol- 
diers and when they fire he falls. Then 
Tosca, jubilant, cries out that he is 
a splendid actor. She rushes up to 
him and embracing him is horrified 
to find him dead. The execution had 
been real after all, and Scarpia is 
avenged. Spoletta now enters and ac-

Verdi’s Opera “Aida.” 


“Alda.” Verdi's Egyptian opera that 
a notable cost of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company will sing at night, is 
founded on history. The first produc- 
tion of the work made for Ismael 
Pacha, khedive of Egypt, took place 
at Cairo in 1871 and was the most no- 
table operatic event that ever oc- 
curred in Egypt. 

The story itself is one of grandeur 
and beauty, reaching its acme in the 
second act When the young Egyptian 
warrior, Radames, returns in triumph 
from his war against the Ethopians. 
In point of splendor this scene is not 
matched in the entire realm of operas, 
and when adequately sung thrills any 
audience. 

The central characters of the story 
are Radames, the warrior; Amnpueris, 
daughter of the king of Egypt, who 
loved Radames, and Aida, daughter of 
the king of Ethiopia, who is held by 
Amneris as a siave. A moment after 
the curtain goes up Radames sings 
the celebrated aria, “Heavenly Aida,” 
that is perhaps the most beautiful solo 
for tenor in the opera. The manage- 
ment of the Metropolitan requests that 
operagoers here be on time, else they 
miss this thrilling aria. 


Aida Loves Radames. 

Aida, who is knewn only as a siave, 
loves Radames, but she has a rival for 
his affections in the Egyptian prin- 
cess. Amneris prevails upon Ramfis, 
the high priest, to have the gods de- 
clare that Radames shall iead the 
armies of Egypt against King Amon- 
asro of Ethtopia (Aida’s father). This 
Ramfis does and the declaration is 
made in the battle hymn, “Of Nilus'’ 
Sacred River Guard the Shores.” Aida, 
loving her father, but Radames more, 
wishes the warrior to return a con- 
queror. 

In the change of scene the dance 
of the priestesses takes place in the 
Temple of Vulcan. There, with elab- 
orate and impressive ceremonies, Ra-

dames is made commander-in-chief of 
the Egyptian forces.

In the third act Aida secretly meets 
her father on the banks of the Nile 
near the Temple of Isis. The Ethio- 
Pian king forces her to learn from 
Radames the position and strength of 
the Egyptian army. Radames, who 
has only apparently accepted the hand 
of Amneris, the princess, freely tells 
Aida what she wants to know and 
Aida tells her father. Then, with hig 
Caughter, the Ethiopian king flees. 
But the plot has been discovered by 
the high priest, Ramfis, and Radames 
allows himself to be taken prisoner. 
He is condemned as a traitor. 

In the Temple of Justice Radames 
hears the scntence—he i€ to be buried 
alive. Amnoris, the princess, comes to 
save him, but he repulses her, for 
without Aida there is nothing in life 
for him.

with Kadames. A great stone is lifted 
from @ vault and the warrior and his 
Sweetheart descend beneath it.

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“LOHENGRIN” GIVES IDEA 
OF OPERAS TO FOLLOW 


The music of “Lohengrin” and the 
cast of Monday night are entirely dif- 
ferent from those of the other produc- 
tions this week by the Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company, at the Audi- 
torium, and yet in several respects 
Lohengrin predicted for the operas 
which are to follow. 

In the first place, the orchestra 
showed its mettle, and although Alfred 
Hertz, who conducted the Wagner per- 
formance, will not wield-the baton for 
the Italian operas, the results will be 
different only in style, rather than in 
quality. 

An orchestra which plays “Lohen- 
grin” as it was played Monday night 
can well be counted upon for satis- 
faction In the music of “Verdi,” “Puc- 


cini,” “Leoncavallo,”’ or “Humperdinck,” 


and the work of the orchestra was in- 
deed a feature of Monday night’s per- 
formance. 

The prelude, which is so integral a 
part of the opera, holding as it does 
the concentrated spirit and matter of 
the opera, was presented in a manner 
worthy of the music. 

The opera’s atmosphere; which is 
more nearly that of spiritual romance 
than of mysticism, was well establish- 
ed in the playing of the prelude, which 
even with its introduction by the 
strings, so refined and exquisite, does 
not lack in the heroic quality, the 
“might makes right’ sentiment, which 
is more the sentiment of the opera than 
is the constantly recurring thought of 
the mystic origin and lofty romantic 
mission spirit of the hero. 

The orchestra bore well a great re- 
sponsibility in that ungrateful scene 
between Ortrud and Telramund in 
the second act, when Wagner asserts 
at the fullest his dramatic theories, but 
is least intelligible and least interest- 
ing to the casual lover of music than in 


any other part of the opera. 

It was most interesting in thie scene 
to observe the fine vocal and dramatio 
work, both of Goritz and Mme. Homer, 

Goritz, while sounding the depths of 
tragic. passion and dominating the 
powerful orchestra with his voice, pre- 
served always vocal purity and breadth 
of tone, while Mme. Homer’s full range 
his. voice was clear and pure as the 
tones that encroach upon the soprano’s 
fiel4, as ‘1 its more normal register, 
proved hirself an emotional actress 
of high type. 

Mme. Fremstad had already estab- 
lished herself in the knowledge and 
enthusiasm of Atlanta people, with

artist in every expression, in every ‘ 
thought, her voice is wonderful both is 
its rare qualitv and its rare culture; 
while Carl Jorn was distinctly the fair 
knight, sans peur et sans reproache, 
his voice as clear and pure as the 
high atmosphere of his “Mont Salvat.” 

Returning to the general character- 
istics of the: production, which may be 
expected of the operas the rest of the 
week, may be mentioned the chorus, 
which, for two very apparent reasons, 
were chosen because of their voices. 
One is that they can sing, and they 
enter into the action of the play (espe- 
cially the men) with a vim which is as 
gratifying as the fine chorus effects 
secured from them. 

From a panoramic standpoint, the 
production was well-handled, and cap- 
able administration in detail, action 
and effect is a comforting anticipation 
for the other preductons of the week. 

Imaginaticn or description cannot 
picture the completeness of the beau- 
ty of the Lohengrin production, any 
more than they can anticipate what 
will be the glamor, the brilliance of 
tonight's “Aida.”

That is the logical significance of the victory of O'Neal in the 
gubernatorial election. Universal aspects of the balloting in va- 
rious parts of the state bear out the assumption. 

If the first verdict, as expressed against the adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment, could be minimized by citing the many per- 
sonal equations, the second verdict is not susceptible to such ex- 
planation.

Wood at Home Because of 
Payne-Aldrich Tariff and G. 
O. P. Congress Will Do Noth- 
ing to Relieve Situation. 


May 3.—With the near 
approach of the adjournment of the 
Canadian parliament, interest is re- 
vived here in the situation as to wood 
pulp and pulp wood. The intimation 
from Quebec, published this morning, 
that the Canadian government would 
be willing to remove the inhibition by 
the provinces against the expoptation 
of pulp wood for favors by the United 
States of lower duties on print paper, 
and the free entry of mechanically- 
ground wood pulp, occasioned no sur- 
prise here.

In Stomach of Col. Swope. 


No Positive Proof 


Was Discovered. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 3.—Dr. Vic- 
tor C. Vaughn, the toxicologist of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., and regarded by the 
state as its most important witness in 
the Hyde murder trial, began his testi- 
mony late today. 

Searches for poison made by him 
alone and also with the aid of Dr. 
| Walter S. Haines, of Chicago, said Dr. 
Vaughn; had resulted in the discovery 
of the following: 

Twenty-six thirty-thirds of a grain 
of strychine in the entire liver of Col. 
Thomas H. Swope. Signs of cyanide 
in the stomach. A trace of strychnine 
in the kidney. 

A suggestion, but no positive proof, 
of cyanide in the stomach of Chris- 
man Swope. 

Strychnine in the contents of the 
stomach of Miss Margaret Swope. 

Cyanide on capsules said to have 
been thrown into the street by Dr. 
B. C. Hyde the night he was expelled 
from the Swope residence, last De- 
cember 18. 

In reply to hypothetical questions 
regarding the convulsions suffered by 
Col. Thomas H. Swope, Chrisman and 
Margaret Swope, Dr. Vaughn said, in 
his opinion, they had been caused by 
the administration ef some convulsive 
poison. Cyanide or strychnine would 
produce such symptoms, said the wit- 
ness. 

While on the stand, Dr. Vaughn pro- 
duced what purported to be strychnine 
taken from the liver of Col. Swope. 
There was probably a two-hundred and 
fiftieth of a grain of the drug in the 
case, said the expert. One-half a grain, 
he testified, would kill a person.

WOES FOR WHITE MAN 
LEFT BY ANCESTORS 


Bequeathed Many Afflictions 
From Which Negro 
Is Free. 


“DAMMIT” Is OBSCENE, 
SAYS BRITISH JUDG 


Man Who Used It Lost Ear and 
Suffered Broken 
Collar Bone. 


London, May 3.—A police magistrate 
at Ivy Bridge, in Devonshire, has de- 
cided that the word “dammit” is eb- 
scene and that its use may be pun- 
ished as a crime. 

The Hon. Francis Lascelles, son of 
the Earl of Harwood, was bicycling 
through the country when he was run 
into and capsized by a carriage driven 
by a woman. In the accident the Hon. 
Francis lost one ear and his coller- 
bone was broken. Under this slight 
provocation, he said “démmit” and the 
woman had him arrested and arraigned 
for using obscene language. The mag- 
istrate fined him $5 and costs. 


Washington, May 3.—The white 
man’s educated ancestor has bequeath- 
ed to him a lot of afflictions from 
which the negro today is free, accord- 
ing to the declaration of Dr. J. L. 
Minor, of Memphis, Tenn., made to the 
American Ophthalmological Society, 
one of the constituent organizations 
of the Congress of American Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, which began its 
sessions here today. 

A comparative study of children in 
the two races, Dr. Miner said, showed 
that negro children had a better aver- 
age of normal vision than white chil- 
dren, and that the negroes showed a 
remarkable absence of refractive er- 
rors. The existence @f these charac- 
teristics in children, he contended, was 
due t6 ancestry.

From his altitude of 
400 ‘feet, Mr. Hamilton and his big 
bird swooped to the ground. It was

He alighted on the track about mid- 
die way between the two scoreboards 
in front of the bleachers and no jar 
greeted his landing.

In his try-out for speed around the 
two-mile track, Mr. Hamilton covered 
the distance in the remarkable time 
of 2 minutes 381-5 seconds.

In his race against the automobile, 


Mr. Hamilton won the event, racing 
against Driver Kijelsen, in an 8S. P. O. 
car. They went four miles, the ’plane 
finishing a few feet ahead of the car. 
The time for the four miles was 5 
minutes and 6 seconds, 

One of the most interested specta- 
tors at the flight was Mrs. Hamilton. 
She watched her husband from the 
judges’ stand and kept her eyes glued 
on him no matter where he went. 

The two days’ aeroplane meet was 
one of the most successful held any- 
where.

New York, May 4.—The cotton mar 
ket continued very nervous today and 
during the early trading had a sharp 
advance on the old crop months, 
whic hwas only partly lost later, as a 
result of realizing. The close was 
steady at a net advance of 1 to il 
points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 2@6 points, in res te 
steadier oables than looked for nad 
large English spot sales. Weather ad- 
vices were rather better than expect- 
ed, as temperatures were not as low 
as feared on the previous day, but con- 
ditions were not considered altogeth- 


er satisfactory and while the new 
crop months were relatively quiet, they 
worked higher after the call, in sym- 
|pathy with old crop strength. Re- 
|; ports that at least 100,000 bales of the 
,cotton taken up on contracts would be 
‘shipped out of the local stocw as rap- 
‘idly as possible seemed to render the 
‘near months shorts very uneasy and 
| with moderate support from the New 
Orleans bulls there was a sharp ad- 
vance in these positions after the open- 
ing on active coverings. Around 14.98 
for May and 14.80 for July, or about 
18 points net higher, offerings were 
| liberal enough to satisfy the demand, 
‘with indications that the bull leaders 
| were selling on a considerable scale 
and the market reacted to a net gain 
of about 6@9 points on the old crop, 
while the new crop, which had sold
